Yellowstone National Park, the 
the first national park on earth 
The report says: 


"The idea of national park con- 


servation was first 
advanced by 


Cornelius Hedges, a pioneer Mon"- 
tanan, at a campfire discussion on 
the evening of September 19, 1S70. 
The 
famous 
Washburn-Langford 


Expedition was just concluding: its 
trip into the Yellowstone area after 
a. little more than a month's jour- 
neying through days 
filled with 


exhilarating- surprises 
and 
had 


made camp for the night at the 
junction of the Firohole and Gib- 
tion rivers. 
Discussion was en- 


tered into as to how the members 
could realize benefits from their 
exploration. 
Mr. Hedges said there 


ought to be no private ownership 
of any portion of that regrion but 
that the whole of it ought to be 
set apart as a great national park. 


"The suggestion 
met 
with in- 


stantaneous and favorable response 
and, as a result of untiring- work 
and concerted action, Congress was 
persuaded to set the area aside two 


pleasuring ground for the benefit 
and enjoyment of the people. The 
national park idea has so. seized the 
popular mind that, from time to 
time since the creation of the Yel- 
lowstone, Congress, by special leg- 
islation, has set aside seventeen ad-

The Hot 
Springs of Arkansas, first reserved 
in 1S32, for public use, was cre- 
ated a national park in 1921." 


OVER MILLION VISITORS. 
A total of 1,210,41)0 persons were 


reported visitors 
to the 
national 


parks and monuments during the 
past year, an increase of 44,493 
persons over the record travel of 
'1921. 
It is pointed out that this 


year's total shows an increase of 
£81.691 persons more than were 
recorded in the parks only -seven 
years ago in 1915. It is declared 
that "the national parks are per- 
haps the most popular institutions 
fostered and developed by the Na- 
tional Government today."

Whenever a new storage bat- 
tery js introduced on the market," 
according to a statement issued by 
the battery division of the Alameda 
County Automobile Trade Associa- 
tion, "there is a guarantee attached 
to it, the smaller the company ant! 
. tno poorer quality' of the 'product, 
the lonsar the guarantee. 
It is 


I natural to assume that the quickest 
I way *o get the eye of ths public, in 
I introducing a battery built by a 
I concern with no experience and of 
a cheap class of material, is to ad- 
vertise a long guarantee. 


"With no experience behind the 
building of this battery and no rep- 
utation to sustain, with a quality as 
yet untried, there is nothing left to 
sell but a guarantee," the associa- 
tion men say. 


"The 
next 
question 
is—what 


does a so-called 'guarantee' mean, 
as each one is written in an.entirely 
different way, but each, hap a pro- 
tective clause that enablesfthe one 
making the guarantee to protect 
himself? 
Ninety-nine per cent of 
the batteries that are worn out 
show any or all of the following 
abuses: 


"Undercharging, 
Overheating, 
Lack of water or 
Overcharging. 
"The protective clause, however, 


used in these so-called .'guarantees' 
covers these points in one way or 
another. 


"In some cases the spirit in 


which the guarantee is written is 
lived up to, though this is very sel- 
dom, 
and one ca'n easily see that 


the careful car owner who,watches 
his battery, has it regularly tested, 
re-charged when necessary, is go- 
ing to pay the penalty for the abuse 
given batteries by other careless in- 
dividuals. 
The amount of this 


abuse naturally is figured on by 
the manufacturer and an additional 
price added to malce tip for these 
cases of abuse, and the customer 
who gives care to his battery pays

two essentials to a happy marriage, 
but the island woman never does. 
She lives in a primitive society, in 
thinly 
populated 
lands 
where 


everything is known: where gossip 
runs from island to island with 
mysterious telepathic epeed. 
If 
her husband exchanges so much 
fls a word with a possible rival she 
Is sure So.J»ear:.<ot.it,..Just as she 


is sure to hear of more flagrant 
infidelity, and she repays her hus- 
band in kind. 
If the years pass 


without bringing children, no mat- 
ter how faithful her husband may 
have been, to expect her to be so 
is the most" extravagant of hopes. 
It must be remembered that she 
is the product of centuries ot sav- 
age life, and that she has been .un- 
touched by the conventialities of 
a competitive and .populatous so- 
osety. "Her point of view in other 
words, is that of a wholly normal 
human being. 
Being unrefined, 


and not at all a lady in the Vic- 
torian sense, the girl of the islands, 
when -she arrives at a marriag- 


iijte tne young gins oi every 
but she thinks of babies even more. 
Sbe wants them and means to have 
them at any cost. 
Her yearning 


for children of her own is as in- 
stinctive and wholesome as breath- 
ing. 


There is no place in the world 


that I have seen where babies &Te 
welcomed as they are among the 
islanders of'The Pacific, all kinds 
and conditions of babies. -And this 
ove of children for the. children's 
sake give rise to a peculiar differ- 
ence between their way of looking 
at 
one .world-prevalent1 problem 


and our own way. With us a 
straying . daughter -returning »pr-

Whenever the chance 


arises, the islanders compete for 
the joy of adopting a child. 
No 


baby in need, however unattrac- 
tive it may be, will fail to have the 
offer of a dozen homes. 


During a two years residence 


among the islands of the eastern 
Pacific, I was continually making 
comparisons between 
Polynesian 


ideas of propriety and our own, 
and I was surprised to find that 
in many respects theirs are more 
rigid. For example, it 'would never 
occur to a Polynesian wife that her 
husband might be amusing him- 
self in a harmless flirtation with 
another woman. Harmless flirta- 
tions are the rather dubious pro- 
duct of the -highest civilization, 
and are inconceivable to '-he pri- 
mitive 
mind. 
Where 
there 
is 


smoke, the Polynesian woman be- 
lieves the .fire is always to be 
found. 
Platonic friendship 
be- 


tween the sexes is equally incon- 
ceivable, arid the explanation of its 
principles would meet with incre- 
dulous laughter. As another side- 
light on the subject of propriety,

"distaff side. 


All of the island women are not 


the irresponsible young creatures 
-of South Sea fiction. "There are 
many others of whom the visiting 
poet and cast-away sailor has had 
little to say. The typical island 
woman is not the little vamp but 
the .woman approaching middle 
age, -an industrious and- loyal wife,- 


prising stock of practical informa- 
tion about all sorts of things. I 
doubt whether many 
women 
at 


home know more about babies and 
their rearing, for in the islands 
there are no doctors upon whom 
ehe can call, no baby clinics which 
she can attend. With the cocoanut 
and various herbs and grasses she 
can make remedies for every com- 
mon ill. Her sons and husband 
are witnesses to her skill in mak- 
ing hats. 
She knows the 
whole 


process, from the gathering of tha 
special cane in the mountains to 
the last word in line and compli- 
cated weaves. 
A man is no au- 


thority in such matter?, but I will 
venture to say that as a seamstress 
ehe is ahead of the average Ameri- 
can woman. 
She has. to be skill- 


ful, 
for there are no modistes in 


Polynesia. 
She owns 
a 
sewing 


machine of the. latest model and 
with its help, 
makes 
her 
own 


clothes, frobks for 'the 
children 


and her husband's Sunday garb 
of white. 
As for hand-sewing it 


needs an 
old-fashioned 
French 


woman to equal her. 


It would be beneath her dignity, 


as a wife and mother, to swarm. 
up a cocoanut palm, but if she 
•wanted a drinking nut, and none of 
her children were at hand, you 
•would see her scurry ap a GO-foot 
trunk without the least difficulty. 
-She can swim and_ dive like a seal, 
handle her frail canoe in stormy 
seas, and is -a past mistress at the 
kinds Of fishing' relegated to the 
women among her people. 


I used to amuse myself with ex- 


peditions after the 
giant 
clam, 


called 
the 
tridacna, the

frilled-edge ones which grow to 
such a size that the 'Shells which 
the missionaries

home to 


France are often .used for bap- 
tismal fonts. 
One morning as I 


was getting my canoe ready to go

about the size and shape of tne 
Puddenhead of his cartoons. 


crowd looking on from the outside, 
and did his best. And his best was 
goodr for he carried triumphantly 
to his home that evening a brand 
new suit of clothes. But not the 
five-dollar suit, but one valued at 
the enormous sum of $8, For when 
Gene tried on the prize clothes he 
found to his keen disappointment 
that he was far too bip for thp™i 
and so he had to have a larger and 
more expensive size. 
He got the 


clothes, even though he did ha\e 
to pay the extra $3 from his own 
pocket.

During the years that followed, 


although always having a hanker- 
ing to draw, as most children do.

In fact he had no 
time for any such thing. Four \ears 
after winning the prize he was 
hired as an office boy in the office 
of McClure's magazine, and at 16 
he went to work for his father in 
the harness business 
— Gene Bvrnes, perhaps patterns 


Dougan and Aggie Riley from. hi« 
own voung life in the auhprbs oC 
New York. 
He laughs when he 


tells about his first sweetheart in 
Harlem. 
She was a young girl 


about the age of Aggie Riley and 
she lived about four blocks down 
thp street from the harness shop 
belonging to the elder Bjrnes.

Since then things 
h»~ie been easy, until now he sup- 
plies one hundred and thirtv-seven 
papeis wiui i'lrmy sheets thiough, 
the Bell and ^"ew Yoik Herald Syn- 
dicates. 


Every newspaper reader is fa- 


milar 
with "Reg'lar Fellers," in 


which he pictures so faithfullv the 
affairs of Jimmy Dougan, his bor 
friends, and the love affair existing 
between Jimmy and Aggie Riley. 
Perhaps one reason that his daily 
strips ore so funny to the mass o£ 
people is that Gene Byrnes under, 
stands young children and 
loves 


them Byrnes knows a funnv situa- 
tion when he sees one. 
Besides 


having a sense of humor, he can 
draw, and, greatest factor of ali. he 
knows what the public wants. That 
is thf secret of his success 


I sat and watched Gene Byrnes 


draw a cartoon of himself for me. 
And I marveled, as I watched, how

new Burbank creation. 


There will be an asparagus,

the world has been developer! by 
the plant wizard into an orange- 
cream beauty which will take its 
place in the new botanical garden. 


A cross between the Oriental 


poppy and the peony, made by 
Burbank. resulted in an everblom- 
ing. single poppy of remarkable 
beauty. 
Scores of other poppies 


of all colors and sizes have been 
produced by this expert 
plant- 


breeder, and all will be planted in. 
the park. 


There, too. will be seen the huge 


evening primrose, five inches or 
more in diameter, which he was 
developed from the wild evening-,

trees and flowers of the world. 


"The plant-breeder," says Bur- 


bank, "is an explorer in the infi- 
nite. 
He has no time to 'make 


money.' and his catle, his brain, 
must be clear and alert in throw- 
ing aside fossil ideas, and replacing 
them rapidly with living, throbbing 
thought, followed immediately by 
action. 
Then, and not till then, 


shall he create marvels of beauty 
and value in new expressions of 
materialized force, for everything- 
of value must be producer1 by the 
intelligent application of the forces 
o£ nature, which are always await- 
ing our command. 


The vast, possibilities -«f plant- 


breeding hardly can be estimated. 
It woufd not be difficult for one 
man to breed a new rye, wheat, 
barley, oat? or rice which would 
produce one grain more to each 
head, or a corn which would pro- 
duce an extra kernel to each ear, 
another potato to each plant, or 
another apple, plum, orange or nut 
to each tree! "What would be the 
result of this apparently small im- 
provement 1

Basket making is done by the 


women, but the baskets are simple 
and coarse compared with those 
made by the Alaskan Indians, 
This does not seem to be from lack 
of taste or bkill «o much as the 
necessity of always having to worlc 
to supply immediate wants. 


Indeed, the women are fuHy as 


industrious as the men, though 
their winter work is nearly always 
done in the igloo. Here the skins 
are scraped and tanned and made 
into garments, the manufacture of 
muk-luks, mameluks, parkas or 
artegas, fur pants, mittens, gloxes, 
caps and vanous ocner articles 
keeping them busy. 


Muk-luks and mammeluks are 


the two kinds of footwear, the foi- 
mer made of sealskin with the hair 
left on the outside and with stiff 
soles of reindeer skin, the latter of 
reindeer with soft soles and the 
long, thick liair inside.

Inserted 
artificial teeth, are firmly anchored 
by means of a bridge to natural 


. teeth.

expensive bridges gives his patient 
full value received, my dentist 
argued. The work, he says, is fine 
as a jeweler's and as delicate. 
It 


means many hours devoted to each 
individual case. It means on the 
dentist's part a, superb technique, 
backed up by the most expensive 
training—clinic upon clinic, taken 
after the usual dental college re- 
quirements are 
fulfilled, 
usually 


after a man.has had some years of 
practice and experience. 
It also 


means the utmost of satisfaction 
for both the patient and the den- 
tist.' 


"Plow long has such expensive 


dentistry been in vogue?" I ques- 
tioned. "How did it come about?" 


The good old days before the 


war, I found out, when the aristoc- 
r.iry of Kurope weren't pnying- in- 
come taxes, gave modern dentistry 
the impetus that has produced de 
luxe artificial teeth for the few and 
improved teeth of this type for the 
masses. 
It was this way "over 


there" before Germany marched 
upon Belgium, was 
a class of 


patients so wealthy that the mere 
attempt to count their riches would 
wreck a corporation adding ma- 
chine and send it to the junk heap. 
Now, 
the luxurious lives lend bv 


conducive to sound teeth any more 
than to sound morals. And—when 
the prince's molars gave out and 
the duchess lost a front tooth, they 
were willing to give any price for 
the best possible substitute. 


To shorten the tale, the Euro- 


pean nobility furnished the funds 
and the American dentist put the 
job over. 
American dentist* you 


recall, were always in high favor 
in Europe, at the courts and among 
the wealthy. The kaiser, if you re- 
member, was attended by an Amer- 
ican dentist before he was exiled. 


It ia fair, too, to say, that th« 


general advance in science lias con- 


tributed to the advancement of 
dentistry in common with ail other 
branches of healing and surgery. 
But the "decadent nobleman with 
his ducats a-plenty is a. stimulus 
not to be denied. 


The first thing the pioneers in. 


this newer dentistry did was to 
make an exhaustive study of teeth.- 
The anthropological museums of 
all the European capitals were 
visited and research made into the 
teeth of every nation, tribe and 
people—prehistoric and all. 


Out came 
revolutionary 
fact 


number one. All human teeth, of 
all time and all people, are em- 
braced in three types—the square, 
the ovoid and tapering. These types 
correspond roughly to the long, 
oval and round types of counte- 
nance, and are not the result 
of 
temperament—nervous, phleg- 


matic, etc. Hippocrates, the fa-. 
mous Greek doctor of 500 B. C,r 
iaught this relation of teeth and 
temperament, and until modern re- 
search showed otherwise his views 
had been continuously taught and 
accepted. 


The new research work next In- 


vestigated color in teeth. 
It was 


found that gray is the basis color 
of all natural teeth, the exact shade 
being determined by the amount of 
free color—red, yellow or blue- 
mixed with the gray. Pink graj'3 


Haltering

America. - Blue seldom occurs. 


The distribution of color in the 


mouth is another important point.

Noted Etcher Recreates 
Classic Edifices With 
Help of Authorities of 
Early Church History 
C 


OMES now a reconstruction of 


the missions, visually, in all 
their rare soft beauty. Ed 


Eorein. f;unous Oakland etcher, is 
putting clown in the delicate lines 
of his art the missions as they 
were. 


In the old days, much of the 


history of medieval times was 
crystallized and preserved for fu- 
ture generations by lonely monks 
far away from the gay world of 
joust and tournament, who pored 
over ancient and crumbling manu- 
script and translated them into 
their own writings. They illuminat- 
ed their pages with such fantastic 
heraldry that 
their 
hand-made 


books are worth fabulous sums to- 
day nnd the knowledge they have 
imparted cannot be measured by 
the dollar sign. 


Time flies, yet still there are 


Quiet men who live apart and 
gather rare, manuscripts for the 
making of books to keep records 
of fast-fading times and customs. 
Father Zephyrin Engelhardt, O. 
F. JV*., has spent days that have 
-Jencthoned into years 
irathering 


writing his five volume history, 
"The Missions, and Missionaries of 
California." 


He writes in the old Mission In 


Santa Barbara. To find the re- 
cords for his books he has followed 
in Father Junipero Serra's foot- 
steps from one mission to another 
to look among dusty manuscripts 
for the traditions, dreams and cus- 
toms that grew up among the 
missions of California. 


Having completed his original 


launched on a more meticulous 
voyage of discovery in early docu- 
mentary evidence so that he may 
write an authoritative 
book on 


each of the missions in California 
telling of its local history and ad- 
ventures with the Indians and the 
Spanish governors. 


Few of the tourista who haunt 


the California missions of today 
<3ream of the colorful history that 
lingers within-their'ruined adobe 
•walls. 
Even in the restored mis- 


sions it is only possible on moon- 
.lit nights to guess of their beauty 
and their usefulness when they 
were built in the very face, of ..the- 


wilderness with dangers lurking 
In every shadow. 


Countless photographs have been 


snapped of the "missions as they 
are, and etchings and paintings 
have been made of them in ruin, 
but it was left to Ed. Borein, "The 
Cowboy Artist," to etch them as 
they were, at the height of their 
pride, when they were the center 
of the growing communities. 


Like the cathedrals in the older 


lands, these missions were often 
Traces of refuge,—not for the mur- 
derer, hot from hi» crime as tradi- 
tion tells In England.—but for the 
true neophites and fathers to shel- 
ter them from warring Indians 
whom they called the gentiles. 
Tha thick adobe walls were valu- 
able not only for their action as 
an early kind of heat preserver 
but as a protection against the 
deadly arrows of the enemy. 


The great buildings of the world 


are the embodiment of the visions 
of men. 
They were always far- 


seeing men—dreamers. 
But too 


often, they did not live to see the. 
actual fulfillment of their flash- 
ing thought. 
King David never 


eaw the towering glory of the 
temple of Solomon, except in sun- 
set clouds. 


Father Junipero Serra dreamed 


of a chain of missions scattered the 
length of- California that should 
act as leaven to the- Indian races 
whom he longed to convert. He 
saw many of the missions rise be- 
fore his exultant eyes. But when 
lie came to Santa Barbara on 
April :U, 1782, oniy the presidio 
was founded. 


TT;s lor.elir.^s is reflected in his 


letter to Father Lasuen on April 
29: "On the feast of the Patronage 
of St. Joseph occurred the bless- 
ing and erection of the great 
cross, the blessing of the locality, 
the first holy Mass, and sermon, 
and the founding of this mission 
presidio of Santa Barbara, Virgin 
and Martyr, on the land of Yam- 
nonalit. I was and am alone, and 
fhPr<>fovfl 
tlip holy Mass was a

administer to them, I shall call one 
of the missionaries from San Juan 
Capistrano." 


It was not til! almost two years 


later that Father Serra received a 
copy of a letter from Genera! Xeve 
that ran as follows: 
"Informed 


by your communication of Decem- 
ber 5 last about the advantages 
which the site called Montecito 
offers, and which is but a short 
distance from the presidio of Santa 
Barbara, for establishing a mis- 
sion of the same name, I consent 
that it be effected in such a way 
as not to offend the gentile In- 
dians. You will see that they are 
treated with the greatest gentle- 
ness and sweetness lest this- foun- 
dation be repugnant to them. You 
will 
carefully 
avoid 
giving the 


least occasion for pain to them. 
I give you this information in 
order that you observe it punctual- 
ly; and I charge you that the land 
which may be selected to locate 
the mission be to the satisfaction 
of_the religious." 


This letter seemed like a falsa 


dawn to Father Serra and three 
months later he died. 


It was not till December 4, 17S6, 


the feast of St. Barbara, that the 
great cross was raised and blessed 
which marked the sight of the 
future mission. 


The detailed story of the erec- 


tion of this- mission has not aa 
yet been written by Father Zephy- 
rin Engelhardt, as he is now at 
work on the book on the mission. 
in San Francisco. 
But it grew 


to completion through the hands 
of the padres and the work of the 
Indians. 


TCd. Bnmn, whoso work ns an 


known, is making a series of etch- 
ings of the missions of California 
as they were in their prime. He 
makes a point of truth in even the 
smallest details so that even the

down to join the crowd of-towns- 
people. 


His etching of the San I-uis Rey 


mission is in the year l?li\ Ths 
mission and its outbuildings cover- 
ed six and a half acres when, as 
Borein puts it, "Boston was a 
small town." 
The vacqneros in 


the picture are wearing the small 
hats from Peru. 
In his etching 


of San Luis Rey, he shows the 
cowboys wearing the arm.is or 
leather aprons that sweep down 
from 
their waists almost like 


skirts to protect them against the 
stiff brush that they ride through 
in their work. 


The pure outlines of the original 


missions had a 
simplicity ami 


strength that spoke as eloquently 
as the lines in a Japanese print. 
These lines of the missions sil- 
houetted against the unbelievable 
blue of a California sky linger even 
now in the memory of the observer 
but for their original beauty it is 
necessary to study these etchings. 


Looking at them in, these etch- 


ings is lika seeing Kenilworth 
castle in the time of Queen Eliza- 
beth when the entrancing circular 
stone stairways led up into tower 
chambers and not into than air. 
The etchings of Borein include tha 
iiiir-sioriS of San Aiuonio dr I-'.I.IU.L.

*t;ie and certain death for a ship 
lo $ven try to land, on account o£ 
Ihe riig-fff'd terrain. There is not a 
c!"ar;,'i.i,' of any sort or lua>3 of place 
to land a plane. 


The "hump," so named, is the 


Point of highest crossing: of the 
Sierra Nevada mountains on the air 
lane. 
Coming eastward from the 
"hump" are the rocky, broken de- 
liles sloping down into the Trunkee 
river basin, where the city of Jrteno 
is situated. There are no landings 
of any kind whatsoever on this 40 
miles of air line and the dangers 
to the pilots are the same on the 
.Nevada side of the "hump." 


Over the little lumber town of 


Verdi, about twelve miles westward 
from Reno. Is what is 
officially 


known as the roughest nlace of rec- 
ord in air flying. 
It is here that 


all the winds of the vast expanses 
of mountains and desert converge 
and nieet. 
The air currents may 
take the pilot and his ship miles 
out of compass course; they may 
take him and his ship up into an 
altitude of 17,000 feet from 
the 


landing level of 12.000 feet that 
is the usual altitude tnk'en for a 
landing at the Reno field. 


Again, the "bumps" may strain 


the holding belts of the pilot to al- 
most the breaking point as the 
GiauiK'li ship strikes with a force 
that almost dislocates one's neck 
•wish llir- terrific impact. The won- 
der of wonders is how a. ship stands 
the terrific forces and strains of the 
elements. 
One would think that 


the singing wires and struts would 
Dart and splinter so great are the 
blows that hit the machine. 


As the pilot fights for his very 


life, he watches the wings of the 
wonderful 
craft, 
expecting1 
the 
wings to fold and the ship to drop 
wingless into that vast space above 
the earth. 


Of course the element of danger 
magnifies when the sky clouds nnd 
iho "hump" is covered with fog. 
It's doubly dangerous for the rea- 
son that the ship may drop from 
the force of an upper current and 
hn fnrro.l ^nwn nnnti {?nc of the 
thousand rocky peaks—where the 
pilot has no control. 
It is during this weather that 
many times, with the thermometer 
registering down towards zero, the 
pilot steps from his ship, dressed in 
his heavy winter suit and trosl-cov- 
erod and tired f^sn; his awful tat- 
tle, covered with perspiration.

show 32,000 feel, and in the twin- 
kling of an eye the pointer will 
show on the dial that the plane has 
dropped to SOOO feet or has lifted 
to 16,000 feet, or suddenly drifted 
miles from the Red line course.

It is said that the king, feeling 
that the time ^ust hang heavily on 
th- h?nc!s !•" the several thousands 
of ladies in his harem, since he was 
B*t able to favor them all with his 
august presence at th"- same time, 
offered • a reward- : to whomever 
.would- devise A-game to beguile 


them. \ He made these require- 
ments, "however—the game had to 
be more entertaining than any 
other then known: but in r.lditidii 
to being entertaining, it va' to be 
educative and develop th<_ inteili-- 
gence. 
Many games v.'ere sug- 


gested,, but the game tlv.it w;is 
chosen was Pung Chow, invented,, 
it is said, by a poor scholar. 


Such is the myth concemiins its 


beginnings: 


Us real origin is lost in the nildst 


of centuries. Its history is the his- 
tory of China. 
For thousands of 


years it wa.s the royal game, re- 
stricted to emperors and their fam- 
ilies, and their friends of the man- 
darin class. 
Among t h e m - f t was 


known as "Pe' Ling" (pronounced 
"Bah 
Ling), 
Chinese for lark, 


meaning the bird of a hundred 
intelligences; and the name o£ the 
game 'was also derived from the 
stork-like creature sacred in the - 
Chinese faith and pictured as the 
central figure in typical Chinese 
tapestries and embroideries. Woe 
to the Oriental belonging to any 
but the favored classes fount! play- 
ing this aristocratic game. 
The 


price of his forbidden pleasure was 
the loss of his head—for such was 
the 
esteem in which this royal 


game was held. 


.Later—no one knows just when 


—the privilege of playing was ex- 
tended to the merchant or middle 
class. Ajid when—within the past 
hundred years—a social uprising 
was threatened in China, one of 
the concessions granted to calm 
the unrest was the universal privi- 
lege of playing "the game of a hun- 
dred intelligences." 


But the sacred name "Pe Ling" 


was not to be profaned by common 
use. And eo—among the masses of 
China—it was known by the pro- 
saic title "Mah Diao," meaning 
"Matching the Pair." 
When the 


game was permitted to become 
popular it was the Ning Po Chi- 
nese who first took it up; they gave 
it another name, "Mah Jong's," 
meaning "the sparrow." 
And— 


because the first sets bought and 
used by the 
foreign 
colony in 
China came from Ning Ro. and 
because the first instructors in the 
game were Ning Po Chinese-—the 
Ning Po name "Mah Jongg" was 
accepted by the foreijrnprs. -Amer- 
icans and Europeans. 
And as 


"Mah Jongg" the ganie first spread 
abroad on intercontinental steam- 
ships, crossed the Pacific, became 
known on our "Western coast, and 
has spread throughout the coun- 
try. 
"Pung Chow, since adopted 
as the 
name outside of China, 


which means literally "a level con- 
tinent," was arbitrarily chosen for 
a name, iriRicating that it is im- 
possible to cheat in playing.

And 
for thos* who would woo the fickle 
Goddess of Fortune, "Png-Chow" 
is indeed the royal game of chance. 


In its home in the Orient — and 


among skilled players elsewhere, 
just as in chess, games may ex- 
tend over hours or even days, as 


• After that the French began to 


take it up, and finally it reached 
Shanghai, where its astonishing 
success has already been men- 
tioned. From there it spread to 
the Philippines, where American 
officers have made it their chief 
amusement. From there it reached 
our Pacific coast. 


One of the 
attractive 
things 


about the game is the beauty oj 
the pieces with Which it is played. 
Generally they are kept in beauti. • 
ful lacquered boxes. 
The pieces 


are made of ivory, or ivory substi- 
tutes a.ml are marked beautifully • 
with Chinese characters and syni-. 
hols. Most of the early sets were ,- 
imported from China, and some of 
them cost hundreds of dollars, 
while others are cheap sets hur- 
riedly made to .take advantage of 
the extraordinary 
vogue of th» 


game. 


' Curiously enough, from China 


has come several other of our most 
popular indoor games. 
One of 


them is the tsniversal game of 
chess,' which has been ascribed to 
nearly every country in existence, 
the current opinion being that the 
game was invented in India, but 
it is veering around again to the 
belief that it was really started in . 
China. The reason for this is that 
Chinese records, even" of the dim : 
past, are reliable, and there is a 
definite record of the game as beins 
invented by a Chinese commander 
during a stay in winter quarters to 
amuse his staff of officers, while 
the Indian belief is based on a 
myth. 
According to the Indian 


myth, the game was devised by a 
monarch of India who was driven 
by a monkey monster into Ceylon 
and besieged thfcte. 
His wife be- 


coming despondent over their situ- 
ation, he produced this game to 
cheer her up. 


Cards, also, came from China. 


This game, too, was invented by a 
king, according to a chronicle, to 
find a way of amusing the host of 
idle palace women. Here there is 
no doubt of the origin. But com- 
pared to chess and Fung Chow, 
playing cards are a comparativclj' 
recent game, being barely over * 
thousand yenrs old.

In the old days things were dif- 


ferent. 
Then— 
"Whoa there. 
Get in your col- 


lars, tighten those traces and let's 
be off," coming from the voice of 
the chieftain of the 'band, hitting 
the trail lor the next town was 
usually the signal for the remain- 
der of the drivers of the wagons to 
sort their lines. 
Upon the signal 


crack of the whip coming from 
the lead driver the caravan moved 
off at a slow pace, crawling along 
at such a .gait that many of the 
people walked beside the wagons. 
They walked, rather than to" be 
shaken up in the wagons. 


The start of that same band is 


decidedly altered at the present 
time. 
however. 
Luxuriously 


equipped 
and 
upholstered 
high 


powered cars now purr along the 
highway, with the women of the 
tribe comfortably situated in the 
rear seat, while the red-shirted 
cliieltain drives uie iiiicsi v\uiu in 
automobiles along at a speed which 
covers the same distance in an 
hour that it took his forefathers a 
full week to travel. 


A band of picturesquely dressed 


gypsies, who were following in the 
wa.ke of a well-known evangelist. 
visited Oakland last summer and 
although their customs and habits 
were practically the same as the 
wagon travelers of previous days, 
they rode in high-powered ears 
•which would have met with the 
approval of even the "most critical. 
The tribe which was in Oakland 
last year was constituted of some 
200 Serbian gypsies who had start- 
ed their travels from Rochester. 
New York, where they have more 
or less permanent headquarters. 
They hung around the revival 
meetings, participating with child- 
like faith, while their highly-col- 
ored silks and coal-black hair made 
them very conspicuous among the? 
worshipers.

"Every plant, animal and planet 


occupies iis place in the order of 
nature by the action of two forces 
•—the inherent constitutional life- 
force with all its acquired habits, 
the sum of which is heredity; and 
the numerous complicated external 
forces, or env' onnient. 


"To guide the . inter-action ef 


these two fojv-es. both of which are 
only different expressions of the 
one eternal force, is, and nf-uts be, 
the sole object of the breeder, 
whether of plants or of animals. 
When we look about us on the 
plants inhabiting the earth with 
ourselves, and watch any"species 
day by day, we are unable to «ee 
any change in soine of them. Dur- 
ing a lifetime, an-d in some cases 
including the full length of human 
history, 
DO remarkable 
change 


seems to have-occurred. And yet 
there is not today one plant species 
which has not undergone great, 
and to a certain extent, constant. 


endeavoring 
to 
harmonize 
and 


adapt the action ol Its acquired 
tendencies to its surroundings may, 
through many generations, slowly 
adapt itself to the necessities of ex- 
istence, yet these same 
accrued 


forces may also produce sudden, 
and, to one not acquainted with its 
past history, most surprising and 
unaccountable, changes .of charac- 
ter in the plant. 


"The very existence of the higher 


orders of plants which now inhabit 
the earth has been secured to them 
cnly by teir. power of. adaption to 
crossings, for, through the varia- 
tions .produced by the combination 
of numerous tendencies, individuals 
are produced which are better n- 


dowed to meet the prevailing con- 
ditions of life. 


"Natural and artificial crossings 


and hybridization are among the 
principal remote causes of nearly 
all otherwise perplexing or unac- 
countable 'sports' and strange mod- 
irications, and also of many of the 
now well-established species. 


"Plant-breeding, then, is the in- 


telligent application .of the forces 
cf the human mind in guiding the 
nherent life-force into useful direc- 
tons by crossng to make perturba- 
tions or variations, and new combi- 
nations of these, forces, and, "by 
radically changing environments, 
both of which produce somewhat 
similar 
results, 
thus 
giving a 


broader field for selection, which 
again is simply the persistent appli- 
cation of mental force to guide and 
fix the perturbed life-force? in the 
.desired channels. • 


"Plant-breedng is in its infancy. 


Its possibilities, and -even its ftmcla- 
mesital principles are understood 
by only a few. In the past it has 
been mostly dabbling with tremen- 
dous forces, which have been only 
partailly appreciated, and it has 
yet to approach the precision which 
we expect in the handling of steam 
or electricity. • 
"Yet thpss silent forces in plant- 


regener&tion -of the race, wh;ch, by 
comparison, will dwarf into insig- 
nificance the services which "steam, 
and electricity have given so far. 
"Even unconscous, or half-con- 


scious, plant-breeding has been one 
of the greatest forces in the ele- 


and the mechanic have, so to speak, 
domesticated some of the forces of 
nature, but the plant-breeder is 
now learning to guide even the 
creative forces into new and useful 
channels. 
"This knowledge is a most price- 


less legacy, making clear the way 
for swnV of th« crefetest benefits 
which roan ever has received from 
any source by the tsudy of nature,".

that he could prove his case by 
means of the language; its words 
were so like Hindu words that no 
douht remained.

Kabn's invasion, he stated, when, 
about the year 1235, Bati began to 
devastate Europe, 
coining 
down 


upon Russia with his vast hordes 
of Tartar horsemen numbering a 
half million men. 
They had been 


driven from -India by the invasion 
of Mahmud of Ghazni. After.1300, 
roving: bands of gypsies were found 
scattered here and there through 
the eastern p.irt of Europe, and 
they have wandered farther and. 
divided'into a multitude of banda 


"All this is very highbrow, and 


no doubt a correct theory; but cor- 
rect Theories arc sometimes so very 
unpleasant to swallow!

were brought up to believe 
that 
gypsies came from Egypt, having 
jingled their strings of gold in the 
ears of Pharaoh, then out with 
history! 


"Kins Xnylor and Queen Louisa 


have reared a family of fourteen, 
and it is their greatest boast. The 
gypsies are said by those who know 
them well to be strong for the fam- 
ily tie. 
Divorce is almost unknown 


among them; the home is cherished 
as sacred, early marriage is en- 
couraged, the large 
family is a 


source of pride. 
Their 
women 


make devoted wives and mothers, 
and scorn the loose marriage tie 
of the 'gorgio'—in fact, the mere 
name of Reno is said to rouse their 
ire. 
Sometimes a good-sized band 


consists of the members of 
one 


family only, three or four genera- 
tions traveling- together; thus the 
Harrisons, when they take to the 
road. 


"Among our English gypsies, the 


rule of a king prevails, although 
there are also some o.ueens; how- 
ever, feminism 
is strong among 


among them, as a result of the an- 
cient custom of queen's rule, and. 
when 'Jjouisa says, 'Naylor, 
shut 


that parlor door so's the flies won't 
get in!' the parlor door is shut, 
These higher-class Romanies often 
establish homes for headquarters, 
though traveling for long periods; 
Xaylor Harrison has lived near 
Madison, Xew Jersey, for sixty-five 
years, and owns another place near 
Morristown. 


"It is the gypsies from southern. 
Europe who travel vith bears and 
monkeys, and wear many gewgaws. 
The English scorn tawdry display, 
and not only is their clothing plain- 
er, but even their wagons, while 
almost luxurious, are more sobor in 
color. 
Their 
children 
attend 


school, their houses are comfort- 
ably equipped, and they are said, 
by their friends to be both pros- 
perous and honest. 
Theft, lying, 


kidnaping and other sins are laid 
at the door of the lower classes 
cnly. 
As for religion—it has been 


claimed against 
them 
that tha 


Romany tongue holds no words 
for God, the soul, or imriiortality; 
but it is known that many of them 
are of the Roman Catholic faith, 
and some strange belief in a Great 
God and a Little 
God seems to 


exist among them ail. Apparently 
they have their opinion of us. quite 
a.= much .is we hnve of them; they 
guard their girls lierceiy from en- 
tanglements with the 'gorgio.'

"The Araucanian has his own 


home-made drinks, such as the 
muthay or muday and muzca. The 
muthay is made from wheat which 
is called kako. Kako is also served 
at table as detsert. Kako is ground, 
then cooked in a great big tcalla 
(challa) and boiled three or four 
hours in a lot of water, and kept 
in a meseng for the nest twentj 
hours before it is fit to drink 
This 


is not strong, it tastes fine; is 
healthy and indeed is somewhat 
like the American milk shake, 
iluzca is made from corn and a 
similar process like muthay, but it 
is stronger and more like mild wine. 
The Araucanian a also drink the 
Chilean chicha which is made out 
of pure grapes. The chicha is fresh 
wine and when it gets stronger is 
called vino (wine). 


"Among the 'Araucanians there 


aie many up-to-date farmers using 
full equipment of tractors English, 
French, Italian. German and North

"The Araucanians not only have 


their prayer day for rain, but also 
one for dry weather which is used 
yearly.

•will give some idea of the costs in 
the automobile business as com- 
pared LU the costs oi doing bust- 
ness in other fields. Lennihan will 
have at his disposal for discussing 
thi.s subject the facts established 
by the Harvard Bureau in its study 
of the wholesale grocery business, 
department stores, retail jewelry 
and retail shoe Business.

A program of constructive real 


estate 
license 
and 
colonization 


legislation was made 
public by 


Frazier O. Reed, president of the 
California Real Estate Association, 
yesterday. 
The proposed amend- 


ments. President Reed declared, 
will do more to safeguard the In- 
vestor in lands and realty in Cali- 
fornia, both improved and unim- 
proved, than any legislation yet 
en.irtc-d Jn this state. 


The proposed new license law 


changes were ratified at a largely 
attended meeting of the state real- 
tors at their convention in Santa 
Ana, 
More than fifty cities and 


counties 
were 
represented 
and 


members of 
local 
boards from 


many parts of California partici- 
pated. 


The chief amendment 
to the 


realty license .law will call for a 
board of examiners, similar to the 
rule in other professions in Cali- 
fornia and other states. Proposed 
land, legislation will require the 
seal and certification of the state 
real estate commissioner on every 
farm land arid colony project sub- 
mitted to the public, President 
Reed declared. Land owners, re- 
presenting 1,000,000 acres of land, 
and accredited realtors for hun- 
dreds of land owners and 
sub- 


dividers, approved this program in 
principle at • recent meetings.
